EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Cancel claims 1-4 and 16-20. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicant has amended the independent claim 5 to overcome the prior art rejection of the 
previous office action. Claims 5-15 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of 
reasons for allowance: 

References Eitan (US 6.01 1.725) and Harari (US 5.963.480) do not disclose: 

• Patterning of the mask layer. 

• Formation of sidewall layers at the patterned mask layer. 

• Removal of the first and second portions of insulation layer and the charge 
storage layer. 

• Formation of a third insulating layer. 



Application/Control Number: 10/501,406 Page 3 
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Reference Fukumoto (US 5,930,629) does not disclose: 

• Formation of a mask layer on a substrate. 

• Patterning of the mask layer. 

• Removal of the first and second portions of insulation layer and the charge 
storage layer. 

Therefore, the above references do not disclose the claimed invention of present 
application and claims 5-15 are allowed.
